CULTURE  OF  FANCY  LEAVED  CALADIUMS 

These  superb,  decorative,  tropical,  foliage  plants  are 
extensively  grown  by  florists  as  individual  pot  plants,  or 
in  combination  with  other  plants.  They  make  charming 
conservatory  plants,  and  are  unexcelled  for  window  or 
porch-boxes,  or  for  outdoor  beds  in  shady  or  semi-shady 
locations. 

Caladiums  are  easily  grown.  We  usually  start  our 
bulbs  in  flats  filled  with  a  mixture  of  one-third  sharp  sand 
and  two-thirds  pulverized  charcoal.  The  bulbs  are  placed 
together  rather  closely  in  the  flats  and  covered  about  one- 
quarter  of  an  inch.  The  flats  are  then  placed  in  a  house 
that  enjoys  a  temperature  of  70  to  80  degrees,  and  water 
is  applied  sparingly  until  the  bulbs  commence  to  sprout. 
When  the  first  leaves  begin  to  show  color,  they  are  trans¬ 
planted  to  5  or  6  inch  pots,  depending  upon  the  size  of 
the  bulbs.  A  good,  rich  mixture  of  leaf  mould  and  well 
rotted  cow  manure  gives  us  the  best  results,  and  watering 
is  increased  as  the  plants  grow.  When  plants  are  full 
grown,  they  require  plenty  of  water,  and  attain  perfection 
when  produced  in  a  warm,  moist  house.
